Continued. 
The Capemn. — The viihio of this iloli- 
cnte and interesting little fish iniiy be osti- 
niutcd, when it is known to constitute the 
Lait with which more than half the cod 
oaugUt in these fioas lire tiikoii. The cape- 
lin arrives ou tiu) conatn of tiiese countries 
toppawn about the end of June, and departs 
about the end of July and beginning of 
August. It arrives at Labrador about a 
month later, and remains from two to four 
weeks. Its numbers are often truly won- 
derful. Iiiiinediately on its arrival, it 
luishes its donso shoals into the small bays 
and creeks, as if to .slum the jaws of the 
milliuns of its devouring cneinies, the cod, 
Bad many other fishes which had followed 
it from the deep, and whioli remain arrayed 
iit a distance, impatient for its dcstnu'tinii. 
'I'heHe massive clouds of eapeliu arc s(jmo- 
tinies niiire than liftj miles lon;^, and many 
miles broad. Their spauu is sometimes 
thrown up along tl)o beaclies, forming 
masses of considorublo thickness, most of 
which is carried bock into the sea by a 
snceeeding tide or two. 

The eapolin in six or seven inclies in 
length ; although the males sonietiaies oc- 
cur nearly twice the ordinary size. It is 
caught for bait, ill nets constructed of dif- 
•ferbnt forms for t!io purpose. It poBHOSsos 
pumo peculiar quality, which unfits it to bo 
cured for domogtio use like the herring, 
and is. therefore, nioroly dried' in the sun. 
Wlietber the migration of the eapelin is to 
and from thn noi'tli sea, or limited to the 
|(idjaeoiit doon waters, does not appear to 
be as yet well ascertained, notwithstanding 
that its nppearancQ and disappearance at all 
parts of these coasts are watched, as im- 
portant nvcnts, by every fisheraiun.. On 
the groat soale, it is as regular and cortnin 
in its appearance and disappearance, i\h the 
'herring is on the coasts of Europe, It 
gonerally appears sonio <lays earlier at the 
Bouth-oast parts of Newfoundland, tlmu at 
the neighboring parts of the island farther 
to the north ; and from its leading in the 
bank-cod to these plaoea, as- in 1885, it 
would seem to have corae in from tho Great 
Pank, Tb9re is iHtle doubt thtit it is on 



the banks at cvrtuiii seasons, as is shown] 
not merely by the circumstance of its ap- 
pearing to have led in the cod from tbciiec 
towards the shores, but by the l:u:t, tliiit, 
very early in spring, and some weeks be- 
fore it iipiK'urs every where at the shores, 
till! cod on the hanks take it very readily 
as a bait salted, when, at the same tiiiio, 
the cod on the slioro ••vill not tiike in tliut 
state. It is well known that tlio cod will 
take readily, ns a bait, on the great scnlo, 
that only which is its common food at the 
time ; and, in the present case, when the 
capclih arrives at the shores, tho bank-cod, 
which we infer to have followed it from 
tho banks, not only continue to take it 
snlted, but the sborc- cod, wliitdi refused it 
before, now take it fresh aud salted pro- 
miscuously. 

Tho capeliii are salted the preceding 
year purposely, t<j fish for tho cod on tlie 
banks earlidr in the ensuing spring than 
the Olid nearer tho shore can bo caught ; 
that is before thn eapelin has struck in. 

The eapelin is also snnietiiiios taken in 
the month of April, by the sealing vessels. 
Among the ice on the banks, more than 200 
miles from tlie land ; and then it is also 
found in tho stuniaclis of the seals;- -no 
doubt cm its mignitioh 'at' that time from 
the deeps over the banks towards the 
coast.

BEPOBT OF THE GRAND JUST TOR THE 
DISTRICT OF FORT HOPE, IMPAN- 
5ELLED JULY lOTH, 1869. 

Selling Uqnor to Indiaus—Conitables Wanted. 

The Grand Jury on completing their du- 
ties, would respectfully represent to tlic 
Court, that the practice of selling liquor to 
Indians is pnoductivo of much evil, and 
threatens to involve the inhabitants of this 
district in serious difficulties, if it cannot 
bo thoroughly prevented. And they would 
respectfully call the attention of the Court 
to the fi'.c.-l, that tlie police fori'e at the? <lis- 
posal of tho Justice of the Peace, there 
being only one constable here, is inadequate 
to insure a proper execution of tho laws re- 
lative to the abovemontioned pemicioun 
practice; three or 'four constables being, 
in the opinion of the Grand Jury, a small 
enough force to prevent such violations of 
the law, csjieciaP.y as much of the druu- 
keiines's and rioting among the Indians 
occurs during tho night. 
The liteonVe^enee of a Hon-Bssident Chief 
Justice. 

The Orand Jury would also respectfully 
represent to the Court, thai the inhabitants 
of this district and of Britisli Coluinbia, 
generally, are subjected tii si;ri(ius incon- 
venience from the fact of the non-rosidonoe 
in the colonj-, of the Chief Justice thereof; 
as from there being no competent judicial 
officer, resident bi^n?, to issue writs, or bo- 
fore whom a suit of any magnitude i';in be 
commeiiceil, every opportiinit}' of eseape is 
allbrded to framlulcnt debtors, many in- 
stances id' which have already occurred, 
through wdiieh tlie merchants and traders 
of this colony have been heavy sufferers. 
License Law. 

The Grainl Jury would also respectfully 
suggest, that f.oiiie moililicatinn of the jire- 
seiit license law is iinporativuly culled fur, 
as under tho present systom the smallest 
trade is taxed to the samo monthly oiiiount 
a.s the most cxteiisivo merchant, rejgardlftss 
of the. amount of sales or capital inTOStcd.
